A novel method of clearing a forest 
district of the fever ticks which pro- 
duce spotted fever is to be tried by the 
government in the Bitter Root national 
forest lu .Moiitaua. Two bands of 
sheep are to lie grazed in the parts of 
the foresi: where the tick is most 
abundant nnd it is expected that the 
ticks will attach themselves to the 
sheep in large nninbers. Whenever oc- 
casion requires the sheep will be dipped 
In, an insecticide which will kill the 
ticks and the sheep will not be at all 
Injured.
